hall and auditorium. 


2—That it is the opinion of < 


prominent building contractors ' 


• that the city will never be able 


to build as cheaply as in 1922. 


3—That it would be a chance 


for the city to do its share in 
providing employment for many 
who are out of work. 
Tho question was mentioned at 


the meeting of the mayor's unem- 
ployment 
committee 
Thursday 


night. 
It was said that the city 


could be of no greater help to the 
laboring classes than to start its 
building now. 


The committee will be instructed 


to investigate 
the 
advisability, of 


the project, and if found advisable, 
to recommend means for raising the 
money, necessary. It is 
generally 


believed that a bond issue would be 
the proper procedure. It is the in- 
tention to put this up t0 the people 
at the Spring 'election, if it is ad- 
vised by the committee and sanc- 
tioned by the council. 


The new building, a combination 


of city hall and a municipal audi- 
torium, would cost about ?500,000, 
it is estimated. Several sites have 
been suggested. 
One, which has 


had.most .favorable comment, is the 
rear of the block on E. Washington 
ave, extending from the avenue to 
E. Mifflin st., and from the afley 
bching the old First National bank 
building to Webster st. This is ona 
half of a block, and only 
a few 


blocks off the square. 
It contains 


no valuable buildings. Several oth- 
er sites have been 
suggested, 


among them the corner lot on Hen- 
ry and W, Main sts., across Hen- 
ry st. from the jail, the site of the 
present Main postoffice and 
the 


vacant lot of the Proudfit estate, 
W. Washington ave.

CANNES—What is regarded by | 


the majority of. the delegates here 
as amounting to recognition of th(j 
soviet government of Russia was 
decided upon, by the allied suprema 
council today when the British pro- 
posal for an international, financial 
and economic conference with" th«> 
participation of Russia and Ger- 
many was approved unanimously. 


Lloyd George, declared 'the allies 


had reached a point where they 
must act decisively and >ro:|lly if 
the economic structure of Europe 
was to be saved. • He 
said 
the 


present meeting was the most im- 
portant that had been held sirxc 
the armistice. 
It has been suggested, he con- 


tinued, that Great Britain was sug- 
gesting this course in order to es- 
cape her obligations but he declar- 
ed this was untrue and that Eng- 
land was prepared to carry out all 
her obligations. 
, 


The British premier said he had 


always been placed in the danger- 
out position of seeming to stand 
up 'for the Germans and that de- 
nunciation of this apparent posi- 
tion was a cheap way of winning 
applause. 
"I am not a pro-Gorman apolo- 


gist," he declared. "I have always 
said and say now that the Ger- 
man government must pay to the 
utmost limit of its capacity for the 
damage it has done. But we- must 
consider the case.

the Dail the resignation of the cab- 
inet.

offer himself for re-election stand- 
ing on the principles of 1916. 


Mr. De Valera said he must havo 


a cabinet which thought with him 
and would demand that 
all re- 


sources be given .him to defend the. 
republic. 


At the opening of the afternoon, 


session of the Dail, Mr. Be Valera. 
said that since the Irish 
agree- 


ment was signed in London the 
executive authority of She 
Dail 


bad been irrevocably split. 
They 


had since tried to keep together 
nominally as a unified executive 
but the time had come for that 
to be ended. 


The president said he and ona 


section of the cabinet stood 
for 


the preservation of the republic, 
and the other section for quite an- 
other plan. 


There never would be peace, Mr. 


De Valera declared, -until the prin- 
ciple was recognized that ths Irish 
people wanted to live their own lives 
without the imposition of outside 
authority.

accept the responsibility unless he 
had the sole • powers of the gov- 
ernment to carry on his office. 


Michael Collins, minister of fin-

Tho signatory powers desir- 


ing to make more effective the 
rules adopted by civilized na- 
tions for the protection of the 
I'.ves of neutrals and non-com- 
batants at sea in time of war, 
declare that among those rules . 
the following are 
to be deem- 


ed :t established part of. inter- 
national law: 


"1. A merchant, vessel must 


be ordered to submit to visit 
and search to 
determine its 


character 
before it 
can be 


seized. 


"A merchant vessel must not 


be attacked unless it refuses to 
submit to -visit and search aft- 
er warning, or to proceed as 
dirocted after seizure. 


"A merchant

"2. Belligerent submarines are

OR some time, William Ryan, City Attorney, and Byron T. Gifford, Engi- 
neer, representing the City, and E. J. B. Schubring and Dudley Montgomery 


representing the Railway Company have met in conference and negotiated with 
a view of settling and compromising the differences over fares and paving 
existing between the City and the Railway Company. It was felt, and all will 
agree to this, that continued litigation and friction between the City and the Rail- 
way Company is not only expensive to both parties, but will eventually destroy 
street railway service and force the Railway Company into bankruptcy. The City 
cannot grow or prosper without street car service, and the Company cannot give 
good service and without receiving enough revenue and without the good will 
and cooperation of the City. 


The above representatives of the City therefor with the approval of Mayor Milo Kittleson and 
of City Engineer E. E. Parker, with the idea of doing something progressive and constructive 
for the City offered the Railway Company the schedule of fares which has been submitted to 
the Common Council 
This schedule provides for a five cent fare which is a !owrer fare than 


that given in any .city in Wisconsin of the size of Madison, or larger. 


The Railway Company gave very careful consideration to this schedule of fares proposed by 
the City. The Railway Company desires to give the constant rider the lowest possible rate of 
fare, but it was very clear that even though the proposed fares would increase the revenue of 
the Company that such increase would not be large enough to enable the Company to give the 
kind of service the citizens of Madison demand unless the Railway Company was relieved from 
the burden of paving. 


The Railway Company advised the representatives of the City that it was willing to accept this 
schedule of fares and pave and double track the portion of East Johnson Street and University 
Avenue under controversy, provided the Railway Company was relieved from future paving. 
The Railway Company then wrote the City the letter which was submitted to the Common Council. 


It is of vital importance to every one in the city that the difficulties between the City and the 
Railway Company be settled and compromised. In order that every one may understand fully 
what the schedule of lares proposed by the City means, and how it effects him, and what the 
paving problem is, and how it effects him, we propose from day to day to present facts fully ex- 
plaining both.

Asks Tariff On Flax 


And Wheat Imports 


WASHINGTON — Taxes on im- 


ports of wheat and flax which would 
protect growers of those crops in 
the northwest against "ultimate ex- 
tinction" was asked of Senate tariff 
makers today by Sen. Ladd, Kep'n, 
No, Dak. Speaking in behalf of the 
grain growers of that section Sen. 
Ladd asked for a tariff levy of 23 
cents a bushel or the house bill rate 
on wheat and 05 cents per hundred 
pounds, or 15 cents above the house 
rate on flour. The rate on flax 
should be 
40 cents a bushel as 


against a tax of 20 cents in

cents in the house bill. As a com- 
pensatory duty on flax seed oils the 
senator asked for 2 VI cents a pound 
or aproximately 20 cents a gallon.

Bombs Are Hurled in 


New Belfast Riots 


BELFAST—Despite the increase 


in the number of military and police
